DESTRUCTION OF COTTON 
STALKS KILL BOLL WEEVIL 


Director Walton, of A. & M. College Extension 
Service, (jives Out Method of Killing Cotton 
Boll Weevil iii 1922 The l ime to Act in Bra­ 
zos County Is Now at Hand. 


(By T. O. Walton, Director of Extrusion Service A. end M. 
College of Texas). 
'rile cotton boll weevil is not a native of the United States. 
It’s first home was undoubtedly in the Plateau region of Mexico 
or Central America. Little is known as to the rapidity or extent 
Of its spread, but by 1*892 this insect had found its way through 
much of Mexico, and the records in d ic a te that it had caused the 
abandonment of cotton iii certain regions. Also about this date! 
the boll weevil crossed rho Bio Grande near Brownsville, Texas. I 
By 1N94 Ii had spread to half a dozen counties in southern Texas. 
Since 1894 the boll weevil has extended its range a n n u a lly from 
40 to l«i0 miles, ail hough in several instances the winier condi­ 
tions have caused a decrease in the infested arni. 
During the 
first ten years lifter its advent into this country the annual rate 
of spread of the weevil was 6,640 square miles. 
From 1901 to 
1911 the annual increase in tho infested territory averaged 26,880 
sqare miles. In 1906 it reached 71,800 square miles. 
However, 
tho figures presented herewith do not refer to the area in cotton 


cotton stalks to destroy a few boll 
weevils.” 
The cotton bale has been divided 
into three parts by Hopkins, aa fol­ 
lows: I,int, 600 pounds; seed, lOOOt 
pounds, and stalks 2000 pounds. Ac­ 
cording to the same authority, the 
.stalks contain 51 pounds of organic 
nitrogen, which is the 
plant 
food 
clement destroyed when the stalks 
aro burned. 
Thus the value of the 
fertility destroyed v n res 
with Tho 
joico of nitrogen. 
Punting crop residue is never 
a 
good practice, especially on the light 
sandy soil of E ast Texas, and it is 
never recommended by good author­ 
ities except 
in 
special 
instances. 
Some fanners, however, may wish to 
do so, and on some soils the growth 
of the plant in so heavy as to make 
its removal otherwise a serious prob­ 
lem. 
Where burning is contemplat­ 
ed, it is advisable to do 
the 
work 
rather early, well before migration to 
winter quarters are begun, aecord- 
ng to tho following directions:

The whole field should be flat plow­ 
ed to a depth exceeding a little that 
of last year, and so each succeeding 
year until a depth of seven inches is 
leached in most of our land except 
deep sands. 
In fields liable to wash 
or on blow sand, judgment must be 
used in plowing, but even here it 
may he a profitable practice to sow 
a late cover crop of rye, oats or bar­ 
ley, which may be pastured in win­ 
ter and can be turned under in the 
early spring to add vegetable m atter 
to the soil. For the control of weevil 
plowing should not be delayed until 
Jie first frost as many weevil will 
have moved from the field. 
Plowing 
covers many weevil so they can not 
escape and subsequent discing until 
well after frost destroys their food 
and starves most of those remaining. 
furtherm ore, early and deep break­ 
ing and the turning under of stubble 
and other crop waste is an essential 
step in the plan of control of cotton 
root-rot which is doing so much dam­ 
age to Texas cotton. 
Prompt cover­ 
ing of the cotton stalks 
while 
the 
plants are still green will bury thou­ 
sands of weevils or the grubs inside 
the bolls from which the weevils de­ 
velop. 
In most sections the weevil 
will ruin the green bolls as fast as 
they are formed to make a "top crop” 
six or more being common in single 
bolls half grown or larger at this 
reason of the year. These grubs are 
the boll worms occasionally present 
also would be killed if thoroughly 
covered by soil, and the plant food 
value of the injured balk would be 
restored to the soil. The land has to 
be broken anyway; then why not plan 
the work so as to gain as much as 
possible by the one operation.

writes in to know if we knew really 
.VUU* ainu of a oe<l is m eant oy "uun- 
uie bed.'' 
Vou acted wisely, lady, in 
vomuig to us for your 
nuorm ation, 
..or we know aoout all there us to be 
.uiown aoout trundle 
beds. 
Having 
oiept the tired sleep of innocent ctuid- 
.*ood upon a trundle bed, we feel com­ 
petent to describe them. In the earlier 
^ y s of tins 
country, 
ween 
people 
,^ere poor and honest anti nappy; be­ 
fore the term ‘‘prosperity” was trans­ 
ite d always in term s of dodars and 
vents, and when lumber and labor was 
.ery scarce, the people built houses in 
a way to economize space. The family 
often occupied ju st one room and the 
.cgu-ar bed was 
too 
large 
to get 
mo ugh of them in tho room to ac­ 
commodate tne family. 
A bed of the 
mine size as the large ones was made 
with short posts and short legs, so 
nat during the day it could be push 
ed under tne big bed. This was called 
a ‘‘trundle bed.’’ Who good woman of 
vhe household usually covered the big 
oed with 
a 
home-woven 
“overlid” 
with a fringed valance long enough to 
come almost to the floor, thus hiding 
ne existent# of the trundle bed from 
.he curious eyes of visitors. At nignt 
lather pulled the lied out 
and 
toe 
children were put to sleep in it and 
it was close to mother’s hand to keep 
them covered during the night. 
In 
.he early morning the bed 
with Its 
sleeping contents was often slipped 
jack under the big one and the child­ 
ren were allowed to sleep until break­ 
fast was over. Sleeping on a trundle 
bed had a fine effect on the future 
of those fortunate enough to

done so.
